since last January. 
Jesse Overstreet, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gabriel II. Overstreet, was born 
in Franklin, Johnson county, Decem­ 
ber 14, 1959. 
lie was educated in the 
Franklin public schools and in 1882 
was graduated from Franklin Col­ 
lege. On his graduation he entered 
the law office of his father, and was 
admitted to the bar in April, 188(i. 
In 1890 he was made chief clerk to 
United States Marshall W. L. Dunlap. 
Soon 
a fter Mr. 
Overstreet 
was 
graduated from college he became in­ 
terested in jKilitics and took an active 
part in the political affairs of his 
county and state. 
In 1894 he was 
elected congressman from the Seventh 
District, when Johnson county was a 
part of that district. 
In 1890 he was 
again nominated by the Republicans 
over Joseph B. Kealing, of Indiana­ 
polis, and was elected by a safe m a­ 
jority. 
As a congressman Mr. Overstreet 
held a number of important positions 
and championed a great deal of lead­ 
ing legislation, 
lie was chairman of 
the important committee on postof­ 
fices and post roads, a place he held 
In such 
position he handled with much ability 
the intricate questions pertaining to 
| postoffices, post roads and appropri­ 
ation-- for extending and improving 
t he postal service.

In order that the sale of meats may 
be conducted under sanitary condit­ 
ions and in conformity with the laws 
of the state butchers and dealers in 
meat are hereby instructed that on 
and a fte r May 15, 1910, carcasses 
and parts of carcasses dressed fo r 
sale for food, fresh meat products of 
every description, such as hamburger, 
steak, sausages, etc., poultry and 
game, fish and fish products, etc., 
must at alt times he kept in a refrig­ 
erator. cold storage room, or ice box, 
or if displayed for sale properly pro­ 
tected by glass, wood, or metal cases. 
Dealers shall be permitted to keep 
on the meat blocks such p arts of c a r ­ 
casses as may be necessary to the ex­ 
peditious conduct of their business.

er defendants befo re .Ju dge Martin in 
the United States circu it co u rt. 
In all o f the p rev io u s cases and in 
the p resent trial u p u ntil no w the ev i­ 
dence co llected by Pro secu to r Stimso n 
and his assistants had has to do large­ 
ly with what went o n where the su gar 
was weighed and in the o ffices o f the j 
refiners. 
No w it has to do with what 
J 
went o n in Wall street, where the fig­ 
u res were p u t to gether. 
Mr. Heike 
was the defendant against who m this 
ev idence was aimed. 
Mr. Heike was the letter-writer o f 
the co mp any . 
In the many y ears he 
had acted as its secretary he wro te 
eno u gh letters to fill 15 ,000 letter-p ress 
co p y bo o ks. 
He was the man, as the 
ev idence sho wed, who attended p erso n­ 
ally to ev ery bo o kkeep ing detail o f the 
bu siness, it wo u ld seem, watching the 
o u tp u ts o f the refineries scattered o v er 
the co u ntry , ex amining their detailed 
statements made ev ery day and ev ery 
mo nth and writing letters to their su ­ 
p erintendents if the resu lts did no t 
p lease. So me o f his many letters hav e 
been read into the ev idence, and In at 
least o ne instance wo u ld seem to sho w 
that he knew what was go ing o n in the 
refineries. 
When the frau ds were ex p o sed the 
bo o ks did no t balance by many tho u ­ 
sands o f p o u nds o n the basis o f the 
false weights p ro cu red thro u gh the 
manip u latio n o f the scales. With these 
weights as a basis—and statements 
p u t in ev idence sho wed this—mo re re­ 
fined su gar was being tu rned o u t o f 
the refineries than the amo u nt o f raw 
su gar that went into them, and in the 
refining o f su gar there is generally a 
lo ss. Bu t the bo o ks were made to bal­ 
ance in the co mp any ’s o ffices by insert- ; 
lo g there amo u nts that p ractically rep -1 
resented the difference between the j 
tru e weights and the false. 
The false 
weights were made u p first and ap - j 
p eared in black ink. 
Then the differ- j 
ences at the end o f each mo nth, care- J 
fu lly co llected in the meantime, were 
Inserted in red ink. 
Then the state­ 
ment with the black figu res and the 
red figu res was tu rned o v er to Mr. I 
Heike.

o f Mr. Heike that he did no t fo llo w 
su ch details o f the bu siness.

dence co nnecting the frau ds o n the 
do cks with the o ffices o f the co mp any 
In Wall street, Pro secu to r Stimso n 
read to the ju ry a letter addressed to 
Frank G. Tu rner, su p erintendent o f 
the co mp any s refinery in Bo sto n, dat­ 
ed Dec. 24 . 1904 , and signed by Mr. 
Heike. 
It reads in p art:

BAKERS 
AND 
BUTCHERS 
(Continued from First Page 


contamination, by clean, white c u r­ 
tains of cloth or other suitable m ater­ 
ial. 
The order relative to bakeshop 
provides that 
bread, pastries, am 
other baker’s goods which are not 
delivered to the consumer at the bake 
shop hut are carried unwrapped to 
the grocery stores and other d i s t r i b ­ 
uting stations in wagons, carts or 
imilar conveyances, are not properly 
protected and the practice is in viola- 
tation of law. 
In order that the sale of b rea d ,p a s­ 
tries and other baker’s goods may he 
conducted under sanitary conditions 
and in conformity with the laws 
the state, bakers are hereby instruc­ 
ted that on and a fte r July 1, 1910, 
such goods, including bread, buns, 
rolls, biscuits, cakes, doughnuts, pies 
and other baker’s products, must be 
properly protected while in transit or 
while displayed for sale. 
For the guidance of bakers, it is 
ordered that bread shall he wrapped 
in suitable wrappers, or placed in 
suitable bags before being taken from 
the bakeshop, and that other goods 
shall be carried in tight, dust proof | 
boxes or cartons. 
This order shall not apply to b a k ­ 
e r’s goods which are sold directly to 
the consumer at the bakeshop where 
they are made. 
The orders which were received 
here were approved by Dr. George T. 
McGoy, president of the State Board I 
o f health and by Dr. J. N. Hurty, 
State 
Health 
Commissioner. 
The 
bakers throughout the state have tiled 
objections to the order affecting the 
protection of bread and pastries, and 
upon request have been granted per­ 
mission to app ear before the Health 
Commissioner, and state reasons why 
tin* order should not 
be enforced. 
The hearing will take place within a 
few weeks, and the opinion of the 
Board will 
probably he submitted 
soon afterwards.
